PLANES CRASH OVER AIRPORT, 
ONE FLYER KILLED, TWO HURT 


A. WH. Kretlier, Hagarstown, Md., 

Aircraft Builder, Fatally In- 

jured at Detroit. 
By the Associated Press. 

DETROIT, Mich. April 
A. H. Kreider, president of the 
Kreider-Reismer Aircraft Co., of 
Hagerstown, Md., was killed and 
two other flyers were injpred 
seriously in the collision of two 
monoplanes over the Ford Airport 
shortly after 2 o'clock this after- 
noon. 

The two planes. a Challenger 
piloted alone by Kreider, and a 
Ranger, handled by William Nay- 
lor, connected with the Stout Air 
services here, locked in midair 
over the field and came down to- 
gether from an altitude of about 
500 feet. 

Chief Engineer Naylor of the 
Stout Engineering Laboratories, 
and Allan Bruce, were taken to a 
hospital with broken limbs and 
possibly internal injuries. 

The crash came in sight of sey- 
eral hundred spectators, assembled 
at: the airport in connection with 
the last day of fhe All-American 
Aircraft Show. Naylor was pilot- 
ing his ship west over the airport 
when Kreider took off, also in a 
westerly direction. Apparently 
neither pilot saw the other. The 
Challenger, climbing to get altitude, 
came up under the Ranger’s nose 
and the two planes locked togeth- 
er. They fell a short distance and 
then separated. 

Kreider’s plane went into a spin- 
ning nose dive and crashed into the 
ground killing him instantly. The 
Ranger looped to the ground, 
turned over and flattened out, pin- 
ning Naylor and Bruce underneath 
about 100 yards from the other 
plane.

NEW YORK, April 13.—The 
body of Myron T. Herrick was 
brought back to America today for 
burial. 

In solemn and stately procession 
the body of the late Ambassador to 
France was borne up the harbor on 
the French cruiser Tourville, and 
later across the city to Grand Cen- 
tral Terminal, whence late today it 
wil be taken to his old home in 
Cleveland. 

Flags were at half-staff through- 
out the city and many thousands 
stood with bared heads as the pro- 
cession wended its way slowly 
to the railroad station. 

In one of the cars in the cortege 
was Col]. Charles A. Lindbergh. He 


and Mr. Herrick were warm 
friends, their friendship dating 
back to the day when the then un- 
known aviator was welcomed by 
the Ambassador to Paris after his 
historic flight across the Atlantic. 
Lindbregh had flown here from 
Mexico City yesterday, by easy 
stages, to attend the services. 
Son Boards the Tourville. 

Mayor James J. Walker and Par- 
merly Herrick, the Ambassador's 
son, and his wife, with: others 
boarded the Tourville to pay re- 
spects before the body was re- 
moved from the ship, and later oc- 
cupied automobiles in the funeral 
procession in which Walter F. 
Brown, Postmaster-General, as 
President Hoover's. representative, 
also rede. : 

The French craft, with flags at 
half-mast, was escorted up the 
lower bay to the Quarantine sta- 
tion by two United States cruisers, 
the Marblehead and the Cincinnati. 
They had joined the Tourville off 
Nantucket lightship last night. The 
ciyt tug Macom, bearing high offi- 
cials of the nation, State and city, 
met the funeral ship at Quaran- 
tine. 

A committee from the Macom 
boarded the Tourville and formal 
greetings were exchanged. At 10 
o’clock the cruiser and the Macom 
steamed slowly up the narrows on 
their way to the French Line pier 
in the lower Hudson River. Craft 
of all descriptions in the busy har- 
bor dipped their flags in salute. 

National Salute Fired. 

The silence was broken sudden- 
ly as the Tourville passed Gov- 
ernor’s Island, headquarters ofthe 
Second Corps Area of the United 
States Army, when its guns 
boomed, at brief intervals, 21 times 
—the nationa] salute. From Fort 
Jay, on the little army post island 
off the tip of Manhattan, came the 
answeting salute of 21 guns. j 

Silent crowds congregated along 
the sea wall at Battery Park and 
watched the funeral procession 
steam up the broad expanse of the 
Hudson. On the roofs and in the 
windows of the skyscrapers of 
lower Manhattan, other crowds 
watched the solemn spectacle,. 

The American warcraft, mean- 
time, left the /Tourville§ and 
steamed farther up the river to 
anchor, p 

The flag-draped coffin was 
taken from the Tourville by six 
petty ofticers of the French Navy 
and the ambassadorial salute of 
19 guns was fired. The bearers 
earried the coffin asnore to an 
army caisson, which was to trans- 


port it to the Grand Central 
Terminal. 

The naval band played “The 
Marseillaise’”’ and “The Star 


Spangled Banner” as crowds stood 
with bared heads and soldiers and 
sailors stood at salute. 


Throughout the city, flags were 
at half staff on city, State and 
Federal buildings, as well as on 
many business houses. Outside the 
Erench Line pier at West Four- 
teenth street, there was another 
silent crowd. 

Shortly after noon the long fu- 
neral procession started on its two- 
mile route from the pier to Grand 
Central Terminal. 

A seaplane droned its way 
through the drab sky, and whistles 
of harbor craft piped a farewell 
salute. Thousands in the street, 
the men with heads uncovered, 
lined the curbs in silent tribute.

Naval Disarmament. 


The German delegates reiterated 
their hopes that the naval powers 
could solve their differences and 


reaffirmed their intention of press- 
ing for creation of a special sub- 
committed to continue discussions 
of naval disarmament after the 
commission sessions ends. The sug- 
gestion that such a committee be 
created originated with Jonkheer 
Jouden of Holland, president of the 
commission, and has been backed 
by Von Bernstorff and delegations 
supporting the Gérman viewpoint. 

The possibility of the British 
Conservatives being able to re- 
trieve past blunders by an amica- 
ble rapprochement with the 
Americans through the League’s 
offices on the eve of the general 
election is emphasized here as a 
domination factor in giving the 
forthcoming deliberations consider- 
able political significance.

ROY TOOMBS FOUND GUILTY 
OF FRAUD, GETS THREE-YEAR 
TERM AND IS _FENED $3000 


MINIMUM TIME. 


AND MAXIMUM 
CASH PENALTY 
FIXED BY JURY 


International Life Ex-presi- 
dent Convicted on First of 


Charges Over Removal of 
$3,500,000 of Assets. 


ADMITTED ACT, BUT 
DENIED EVIL INTENT 


Made Overissue of Stock to 
Secure Loan — Verdict 
Reached on First Ballot 
and Sealed. 


Roy C. Toombs, president of the 
defunct International Life Insur- 
ance Co., who a year ago wrecked 
the company by removing $3,500.- 
000 of its assets for which he has 
made no accounting, was found 
guilty today by a jury of fraud in 
causing an Overissue of 9000 shares 


of the insurance company’s stock. 
His punishment was fixed by the 
jury at three years’ imprisonment 
in the State penitentiary and a 
fine of $3000. 

This was the minimum im- 
prisonment and the maximum fine 
allowed for the felony charged. 
The jury had been instructed by 
Circuit Judge Hartman, in the 
event it found the defendant 
guilty, to impose a sentence of not 
less than three years and not 
more than seven, and a fine of 
not more than.$3000. 

Committed Fraud to Secure Loan. 

The overissue of stock was 
pledged by Toombs with the Great 
Southern Insurance Co. of Texas 
as cdllateral for a $500,000 loan. 

The sealed verdict, reached last 
night, was opened and read* when 
court convened at 10 o'clock. 
Toombs did not appear disturbed by 
the result. His wife had remained 
away from the courtroom. One of 
Toombs’ laWyers called for a, poll 
of the jury and each of the 12 ju- 
rors, in response to questioning, 
confirmed the verdict. 

The jury foreman, Joseph E. Si!- 
verman, said the jurors ‘had 
reached a verdict as to,.Toombs’ 
guilt on the first ballot and had 


mine the punishment. 
Toombs Gives New Bond. 
Defense. counsel filed a motion 
for a new trial, which will be ruled 


upon some time before the end 
of May. In the ¢neantime, Toombs 


furnished new’ bond of $10,000, 
ve Mr. and Mrs. W. F. Peikert, 
67? West Big Bend road, as sure- 
ties, 

On advice of eounsel, Toombs 
had nothing to say, but his law- 
yers gave out the following state- 
ment: 

“We have no comment to make 
on the verdict of the jury except 
that wé feel that our client was 
convicted on general principles 
rather than upon the evidence. 

“We believe our client is inno- 
cent of the charge upon which he 
was tried. We have made a mo- 
tion for a new trial and will argue 
to this court that the wide pub- 
licity given in this city to the 
facts that there are other charges 
pending against Toombs, and espe- 
cially that he is accused of tak- 
ing $3.500,000 of assets from the 
company. probably et, pent the 
jury and wag principally respon- 
sible for the terdict. 

“In view of the facts just 
stated, we feel it would be im- 
possible for our client to receive 
different treatment in a new trial 
in the city of St. Louis and in 
case a new trial is granted we ex- 
pect to apply for a change of 
venue from this jurisdiction.” 

Review of the Trial. 

The trial began Wednesday. The 
defense rested at noon yesterday 
after Toombs had testified as the 
sole witness in his own behalf. 
After the court's instructions to 
the jury and arguments by coun- 
sel, the case was given to the jury 
at 4:50 o'clock. When no

ELIZABETH. N. J., April 13.—A 
pair of shoes made in St. Louis 
played an important part in the 
solution of the flame murder of 
Mrs. Mildred Mowry, 
nurse. 

On Feb. 23, 
found the blazing body of a mur- 
dered woman on a road near Cran- 
ford, N. J. She had been shot 
through the head, gasoline . had 
been poured on her clothes and her 
clothing set afire. The body was 
so badly burned that identification 
seemed impossible. However, the 
woman had on a pair of patent 
leather shoes. 

With no more than this clew to 
the identity of the victim and the 
murderer, Police Chief James Hen- 
nesey of Cranford went to work. 
The lining of the shoes gave the 
mame of the maker, a St. Louis 
manufacturer. From the factory 
the shoes were traced to a dealer 
in Greenville, Pa., who remembered 
that Mrs. Mowry was his custom- 
er. She had left town last August, 
tclling friends she was going to 
New York to marry a “Dr. Richard 
Campbell of Baltimore, Md.” 

At the request of the police these 
friends went to Elizabeth, N. J., 
where they

In the simple time of Thomas Jefferson, when polished foreigners were disposed to 
regard us as savages, a British Minister was recalled because of a quarrel with 
the Americans over his wife's place at dinner.

INDS strained by the momentous con-

Jefferson kept a sort of Virginia open 
house in early village Washington at the 
White House. He had a French cook, 
French steward, 11 servants. Federalist 
Senator Plumer got there the best wine he 
ever drank.

At first, the etiquette 
was merely that of.a private gentleman's 
house, The only Foreign Minister of full 
rank Was the Spanish representative, 
Yrujo.
